THE BOOK TRADE IN THE PRESI¬ 
DENTIAL YEAR. 

It has been for years a superstition in 
the book trade, as in other trades, that busi¬ 
ness cannot be good in a presidential year; 
that in especial reference to reading, people 
become interested in the political speeches 
and discussions in the newspapers, and have 
therefore not time to read books, and less 
motive to buy them. The reaction following 
political excitement is also supposed to be bad 
for the book business. 

This year the unexpected happens, and, 
notwithstanding the prosperity of last year, 
which many supposed to have reached a 
climax, there is a continuance of good busi¬ 
ness right through the political campaign. It 
is true that retailers are cautious in many 
other trades as well as in the book trade, and 
are not adding speculatively to their stocks; 
but all the same there seems to be a solid 
and wholesome business activity, which, as 
our “Fall Announcement Number” fully 
showed, has resulted in the book trade in an 
offering both for the reading season and for 
the holiday trade much above the average 
production. The reasons for this change in 
the year of a presidential campaign are not 
far to seek. There is a general disposition 
to regard the election as a “foregone conclu¬ 
sion”—although not without difference of 
opinion in different localities as to the direc¬ 
tion in which it is “foregone.” But more 
than this is the fact that there is less interest 
than usual in the positive result, more voters 
than ever before having rather a negative 
than a positive interest, arising from a desire 
to vote rather against certain policies or can¬ 
didates than positively in favor of the choice 
which they will make as between the oppos¬ 
ing parties, platforms, or candidates. This is 
perhaps more true in the East than in the 


West. Beyond all is the fact that the voters 
this year are not seriously “scared” as to 
the outcome, in any event, as the intern'** 
prosperity of the country—aside from exter¬ 
nal conditions'—seems to be still on the rise 
rather than on the wane. 

The sale of certain popular books, which 
has been in an increased ratio for the last 
two or three years, continues to develop that 
great American market for books which the¬ 
oretically has always existed, but which prac¬ 
tically has been rather an anticipation than 
a realization; but the editions of certain pop¬ 
ular books of late years have been extra¬ 
ordinary even beyond the dreams of the most 
sanguine believers in the American book 
market. If through the efforts of the pub¬ 
lishers in co-operation with the booksellers, 
a better system of dealing in books can be 
brought about, so that the public may be 
benefited by a renascence of book stores, as 
well as the booksellers benefited by increas¬ 
ing profits because of larger sales, 1900-1901 
may witness a rise in the American book 
trade which will be a happy relief from the 
fall which it experienced in the latter part 
of the nineteenth century. 


DEVELOPMENT OF HIGH-SPEED 
PRINTING MACHINERY. 

Were it not for the high-speed perfecting 
press, says Robert Hoe, of the celebrated 
firm of press builders, in a recent issue of 
the New York Sun, newspapers could not be 
printed and placed before their readers in 
their present form; certainly not at their 
present cost. The newspaper is perhaps the 
greatest civilizing and controlling force of 
the time. The rapid printing press, by mak¬ 
ing the newspaper possible, deserves to rank 
as one of the great achievements in the age 
of mechanical invention. Certainly there is 
no other machine of such power and com¬ 
plexity that possesses such accuracy and del¬ 
icacy, handling, printing and folding sheets 
of paper that can be torn between the fingers 
without an effort. 

Consider for a moment the work done by 
one of the great presses known as octuple 
machines. To begin with, it is composed of 
about 16,000 separate pieces, and requires 
eighteen months for its construction. It is 
more complicated than a locomotive, a watch, 
or any of the forms of mechanism to which we 
ordinarily refer as remarkable for their in¬ 
tricacy or nicety. This press is fed from three 
continuous rolls of paper, each more than 
five feet wide, and all reeling off the paper 
as fast as it will run without tearing. At its 
highest speed the press will use up over two 
miles of this paper in an hour, or fifty miles 
of the width of an ordinary newspaper page. 
This indicates a capacity of 96,000 four, six 
or eight-page papers an hour. Not only are 
these papers printed at this astounding rate, 
but they are also cut, folded and counted. 
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In other words, the press performs ever} 
operation connected with the paper from 
the time the rolls are put into position until 
the finished product emerges. Ninety thou¬ 
sand papers an hour means 1500 a minute, or 
twenty-five copies for every second. Most 
of the larger newspapers have in their or¬ 
dinary issues ten or twelve pages. Of these 
the press will turn out 72,000 in an hour, 1200 
to the minute, or 20 every second. 

The machine weighs over sixty tons and is 
massive in its proportions. Yet its touch is 
as deft as that of human fingers. It handles 
the papers accurately, cuts them precisely 
and folds them up evenly, all with speed 
that is well-nigh incredible. 

Its operation is easy and resistless. A 
man throws back a lever; the shafts and cy¬ 
linders begin to revolve, going faster and 
faster until the streams of white papers are 
pouring into the machine too rapidly for the 
eye to measure. On the other side the 
printed sheets rain out so fast that one sees 
only the continual flash of the steel fingers 
that seize and forward every sheet. The 
operation of the press at its highest rate of 
speed means that each paper receives its im¬ 
pression in less than one-fifth of a second. 
How a permanent imprint can be made in 
that space of time is a marvel difficult to 
comprehend. Yet it is done. The ink does 
not smut nor rub off, and even the most deli¬ 
cate lines of an illustration are accurately 
reproduced. 

It is easy to understand that such a ma¬ 
chine performing so many different opera¬ 
tions, represents a series of achievements 
rather than a single one. It is a gradual 
and natural development from the wooden 
screw press used by Gutenberg in the middle 
of the fifteenth century. But while there is 
no hard and fast line separating the new 
from the old or the perfect from the primi¬ 
tive-in the history of printing, there are cer¬ 
tain dates that are marked by notable ad¬ 
vances in the art. 

One important change took place in. 1806, 
when a Saxon named Frederick Koenig de¬ 
vised a press in which the paper was carried 
on a cylinder and received its impression 
from a form of type carried backward and 
forward on a flat bed. The first of these 
cylinder presses was little more rapid than 
the earlier hand and lever forms, because 
the cylinder had to stop three times—that is, 
had three separate motions—to each impres¬ 
sion. But in 1814 Koenig improved on this 
by a continuously revolving cylinder press, 
which attained the rate of 800 sheets an hour. 
The advance from 250 sheets an hour, the 
record of the old hand presses, to 800 sheets 
was a decided step. Moreover, it introduced 
a new principle. 

Many improvements in the method of han¬ 
dling the paper were devised after Koenig’s 
press came into use, and thousands of 
presses constructed upon this plan are in use 
to-day. An American improvement on this 
style of press, known as the double cylinder, 
attained a speed of 4000 an hour. These 
presses answered the requirements of the 
newspapers when they were small in size 
and circulation. But with the advent of the 
daily they proved inadequate. 


In 1845 the firm of R. Hoe & Co., which 
had been for many years engaged in the 
manufacture of printing presses, attacked 
this problem. A number of .experimental 
machines were erected, and finally it oc¬ 
curred to the experimenters that by placing 
the type instead of the paper on the cylinder, 
greater speed could be obtained. The result 
was the construction of a press known as 
the Hoe Type Revolving Machine, embody¬ 
ing patents taken out by Richard M. Hoe. 
The first one of these machines was placed 
in the Ledger office in Philadelphia in 1846. 
The basis of these inventious consisted in 
an apparatus for securely fastening the 
forms of type on a central cylinder placed in 
a horizontal position. This was accom¬ 
plished by the construction of cast iron beds, 
one for each page of the newspaper. The 
column rules were made “V” shaped, i. e., 
tapering toward the feet of the type. It was 
found that with proper arrangement for 
locking up or securing the type upon these 
beds it could be held firmly in position, the 
surface forming a true circle, and the cylin¬ 
der revolved at any speed required without 
danger of the type falling out. 

The first of these presses had only four 
impression cylinders, necessitating four boys 
to feed in the sheets. The running speed 
obtained was about 2000 sheets to each feeder 
an hour, thus giving a running capacity of 
about 8000 papers an hour printed on one 
side. As the demands of the newspapers 
increased more impression cylinders were 
added, until these machines were made with 
as many as ten grouped around the central 
cylinder, giving an aggregate speed of about 
20,000 papers an hour printed upon one side. 
A revolution in newspaper printing took 
place. Journals which before had been lim¬ 
ited in their circulation by their inability to 
furnish the papers, rapidly increased their 
issue and many new ones were started. The 
new presses were adopted not only through¬ 
out the United States, but also in Great 
Britain. The type-revolving machine marked 
a great advance in rapid printing. It was 
believed that the problem had been settled, 
at least for a long time to come. It was 
scarcely conceivable that any paper would 
want to print more than 20,000 copies an 
hour. 

The type-revolving presses had scarcely 
been put into general operation before the 
constant growth in circulation figures de¬ 
manded still further improvements. Va¬ 
rious experiments had demonstrated the 
possibility of casting stereotype plates on a 
curve. The process was brought to perfec¬ 
tion by the use of flexible paper matrices 
upon which the metal was cast in curved 
molds to any circle desired. These plates 
were placed upon the type-revolving ma¬ 
chines instead of the type forms. The pub¬ 
lishers were thus enabled to duplicate the 
forms and to run several machines at the 
same time. In some of the London and New 
York offices as many as five of these ma¬ 
chines were kept in constant operation. 

The difficulty in obtaining high speeds with 
these machines was not in printing fast enough, 
but in getting the sheets to the machine 
rapidly and in disposing of them quickly 
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after they had passed through the press. 
The demand was for a press which would 
print from a continuous roll of paper, leav¬ 
ing the sheets to be cut and folded after 
they had passed through the machine. It 
was necessary, too, to insure satisfactory re¬ 
sults, that the machine should perform all 
these operations itself. It was found that 
human hands could not work fast enough to 
keep up with the requirements of the mod¬ 
ern newspaper. In 1871 R. Hoe & Co. set 
to work to study this problem in a compre¬ 
hensive manner. Time, money and effort 
were expended without stint. 

The difficulties were not wholly of a me¬ 
chanical nature. One was in the set-off of 
the first side of the sheet printed. This was 
avoided by the co-operation of the inkmakers, 
who were induced to devise special, rapid¬ 
drying inks. Another drawback was in ob¬ 
taining paper in the roll of uniform perfec¬ 
tion and strength. The paper makers were 
led to make a study of producing large rolls 
of paper meeting these requirements. They 
solved the problem of finding a strong and 
cheap paper such as could be afforded by the 
daily press. While these improvements 
were being wrought out the press manufac¬ 
turers were working on the problem of a 
rapid severance of the sheets after printing 
and the accurate delivery of the printed pa¬ 
pers. The most important device relating 
to this matter was the patent of Stephen D. 
Tucker, a member of the firm of R. Hoe & 
Co. It was called a gathering and deliver¬ 
ing cylinder, and was able to handle the 
papers as fast as they were printed. It is 
the mechanism on which the great speed of 
the modern press depends. Without it one 
of the great machines would block a press¬ 
room with papers before it had been in op¬ 
eration fifteen minutes. 

Thus it will be seen the rapid.-working 
web press is a composite for which no one 
man deserves the entire credit. It is one of 
the most notable examples of wonderful 
mechanism constructed in response to a spe¬ 
cific demand. The expert mechanicians en¬ 
gaged in the manufacture of presses knew 
what was wanted. They sat down and fig¬ 
ured to these results just as experts in other 
fields might solve problems in mathematics 
or military tactics. It is an illustration of 
the saying that no matter what the demand 
is, if it is strong enough it will be satisfied. 

The press which was constructed in 1871 
as a result of these investigations was fed 
from a roll or web of paper over cylinders 
carrying stereotyped plates, which printed it 
on both sides. The sheets were not entirely 
severed by the cutters, but were perforated 
after the printing. They were drawn by 
accelerating tapes, which completely separ¬ 
ated them, into a gathering cylinder so con¬ 
structed that six, or any desired number of 
perfect papers, could be gathered one over 
the other. These, by means of a switch, 
were at the proper moment turned off onto 
sheet flyers, which deposited them on the re¬ 
ceiving board. This press for the first time 
did away completely with hand labor in the 
process of printing. It was, therefore, the 
beginning of rapid printing, as that term is 
understood to-day. The only duties men 


were required to perform in connection with 
it were the starting of the press, watching to 
see that its work was performed properly, 
and taking away the papers after they were 
piled flat on the board. 

When the first of these web perfecting 
presses was put into successful operation it 
was said that there was no limit to its speed 
except the ability of the paper to stand the 
strain of passing through the press. This 
statement seemed to be justified by the fact 
that 18,000 an hour were printed from a 
single feedboard. This was, however, the 
maximum speed obtained by this press. In 
most offices 12,000 an hour was the actual 
running speed. 

One feature in the later improvement of 
the web press illustrates the way in which 
demand has acted to stimulate invention. 
The first press did not fold the papers, but 
delivered them flat. They were given to the 
carriers in rolls, and it was left to those who 
sold them to fold them. Here was a chance 
and a demand for a time-saving mechanical 
device. The newsman wanted the folding 
done in the offices. At length a folder was 
devised and put in operation. It was found 
immediately that men hurrying to their of¬ 
fices or trains would purchase the folded 
papers in preference to the others. Of 
course such an advantage of competition 
could not be allowed to remain in the hands 
of a single publisher. All the offices had to 
put in folders. The advantage of combin¬ 
ing this operation with the others performed 
by the press was apparent. So one more 
function was # added to the duties of the 
printing machine. 

So it has been with every advance. The 
enlargement of papers by the addition of 
supplements or odd pages brought about the 
necessity of pasting or stitching these pages 
into the main body of the paper. A press 
had to be devised to do this work. To-day 
the 600,000 copies of some London weeklies 
are printed, cover and all, folded, cut and 
stitched into a complete pamphlet on a sin¬ 
gle machine -at the rate of 48,000 an hour. 
The latest innovations have been in connec¬ 
tion with color printing, which has required 
the addition of more new parts to the ma¬ 
chine. A single color press built last year 
contained between 50,000 and 60,000 indi¬ 
vidual parts It seems as though this was 
carrying the possibilities of one machine to 
its utmost limits, but it is by no means cer¬ 
tain that still further additions may not be 
made. Such machines as this cannot be 
constructed without great expense. The 
price of the most improved style of quad¬ 
ruple machine is $35,000, of a sextuple $45,- 
000, and so on, the price mounting with the 
complexity of the machine itself and the in¬ 
crease in the work it is intended to do. In 
the best equipped newspaper office in the 
country the value of the machinery employed 
falls little short of $1,000,000. 

From the web press of 1871 to the latest 
improved form described at the beginning of 
this article, with its speed of 96,000 an hour, 
there has been no radical change of style or 
form. The improvements have been in mat¬ 
ters of detail, and in the direction of an in- 
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creased size and capacity. Even at the pres¬ 
ent time no thoughtful man would venture 
to say that the limit of speed has been 
reached. In the future our successors may 
smile at the designation of a press which 
prints less than 100,000 papers an hour and 
with cylinders revolving 200 times to the 
minute as “rapid.”

Reports were received from the Book Com¬ 
mittee, Stationery Committee, and Treasurer, 
all of which were very encouraging.

Wm. G. Gibson stated that his firm had 
received a communication from the American 
Publishers’ Association. It was handed in, 
and read in full by Secretary Henrici. 

Harry F. Davis of the Book Committee in 
discussing this letter said in part: “It seems 
to me that the American Publishers’ Asso¬ 
ciation is making a mistake in starting out 
on the basis that a bookseller can do business 
on a gross profit of 25 per cent.; and re¬ 
arrangement of the business on that basis 
would not improve present conditions. The 
booksellers of Pittsburg have not reduced 
their proportion of profit during the past ten 
years—they are still selling a $1.50 book for 
$1.20. Their loss has come in the injury 
done to their bulk of business, and not in a 
reduction of their proportionate profit; to 
reduce their profit without assuring them any 
increase in business would only make matters 
worse. What the booksellers of Pittsburg 
want is a retail price that will be maintained 
and a gross profit of 33% per cent, and 40 
per cent, on special bills, a profit that is not 
out of proportion to that made in other lines 
of business.” 

Wm. G. Gibson in supporting Mr. Davis’s 
argument said, “that no bookseller could em¬ 
ploy experienced men and keep up a general 
book stock on 25 per cent, profit; that the 


large increase in the number of books pub¬ 
lished made the loss by depreciation, and in 
dead stock, larger than ever, and held that 
the booksellers introduced new books, and 
that it was to the interest of the publishers to 
see that the business was made profitable.” 

Expressions from others present all voiced 
the sentiments of Mr. Gibson and Mr. Davis. 

President Clough stated that a banquet 
had been considered, and asked for expression 
on the matter. After a short discussion it 
was decided to hold the first annual ban¬ 
quet of the Association on January 8, 1901. 
The Chair appointed Messrs Davis, Zug- 
schwert, and Sellers a committee to arrange 
details. 

The election for officers for 1901 resulted 
as follows: Charles H. Clough, President; 
George Zugschwcrt, First Vice-President; 
Fred. G. Steirin, Second Vice-President; 
Jacob Henrici, Recording Secretary; Harry 

F. Davis, Corresponding Secretary; and Wm. 

G. Gibson, Treasurer. In nominating Mr. 
Clough for President, Mr. Alexander spoke 
strongly of the hard work done by Mr. 
Clough during the past year. Mr. Alexan¬ 
der’s remarks were warmly received. *** 


BIBLE SOCIETY AUXILIARIES. 

The Rev. Drs. William I. Haven and John 
Fox, secretaries of the American Bible So¬ 
ciety, have given out a statement regarding 
the results of the conference held last week 
at the Bible House. There are 1697 local 
Bible societies in the United States, most of 
them known by the names of their counties. 
They collect funds for the American Bible 
Society, and they also distribute its publica¬ 
tions. In some places offices or stores, 
known as “depositories,” are maintained, 
wnere Bioles are sold or from which they 
are distributed. The American Bible So¬ 
ciety publishes nothing whatever except 
Bibles, or parts of Bibles, without note or 
comment. 

Some of these depositories are doing very 
little work, and the conference approved a 
suggestion that when but slight results can 
be shown such depots should be abolished. 
This, and certain other resolutions passed, 
will be submitted to the American Bible So¬ 
ciety at its next annual meeting in May, 1001. 

The secretaries say that there was no fric¬ 
tion shown between the central society and 
the auxiliary bodies, as was intimated in a 
published report. The other resolutions, be¬ 
sides that of abolishing depots where the re¬ 
sults were poor, were as follows: 

Resolved, That in the judgment of this 
conference the depositories through the coun¬ 
try should be much reduced in number, and 
continued only in those places where the 
judgment of the local societies deem them re¬ 
quired. 

Resolved, That the auxiliary societies 
should endeavor to induce all the churches 
in their territory to devote one service in 
the year of the presentation of the Bible 
cause, and that the closest relations between 
the churches and the Bible societies should 
be fostered by every practicable means. 

Resolved, That we recognize that the for¬ 
eign mission work of the American Bible 
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Society is among the great and efficient agen¬ 
cies for the spread of the gospel throughout 
the world, and that the missions of all the 
churches are greatly aided thereby. The im¬ 
portance of this work should appeal to the 
Christian people of the country, and should 
have universal support. In the judgment of 
this conference this feature of the work should 
have universal support and should be pre¬ 
sented by the local societies in the churches 
everywhere. 


COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 

The Daily Story Publishing Company 
has brought suit in the Federal Court against 
the American Press Association to determine 
whether the entering of a manuscript in the 
office of the Register of Copyright at Wash¬ 
ington is protective of its exclusive use. Both 
plaintiff and defendant are engaged in the 
business of syndicating matter to newspapers. 
One of the points that the court will be asked 
to decide is, if a newspaper buys a copy¬ 
righted story and agrees to publish the copy¬ 
right notice, but fails to do so, and another 
newspaper reprints the article, thus making 
it common property, is the second newspaper 
that uses the article responsible? 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Justin McCarthy since his retirement 
has finished a story which will be shortly 
published by Chatto & Windus under the 
title of “Mononia.” 

J. K. Huysmans, the author of “En 
Route,” etc., is now living at the Maison 
Notre Dame at Liguge* on the Bordeaux 
route from Poitiers. He is deep in the study 
of mysticism and happy in his retirement. 
“It would be an excellent thing,” says the 
London Athenaeum, “for French literature if 
a dozen or more of her ‘realistic’ writers 
could be induced to follow the example of M. 
Huysmans.” 

Mark Twain after an absence of five years 
is home again, having arrived at New York 
on the 15th inst. When Mr. Clemens left 
the United States five years ago it was with 
the avowed intention of paying the debts 
which he voluntarily assumed of the defunct 
publishing house of Charles L. Webster & 
Co., in which he was a partner. The amount 
of these has been stated as in the neighbor¬ 
hood of $200,000. At the age of 60 years 
Mark Twain set out to make enough money 
by a lecturing tour around the world to pay 
these debts of honor. He started for Aus¬ 
tralia and New Zealand, and followed the 
English-speaking colonies around the East¬ 
ern continents to England. Before leaving 
Vancouver he made a statement in which he 
said: “The law recognizes no mortgage on a 
man’s brain, and a merchant who has given 
up all he has may take advantage of the laws 
of insolvency and start free again for him¬ 
self. But I am not a business man, and 
honor is a harder master than the law. It 
cannot compromise for less than 100 cents 
on the dollar, and its debts never outlaw.” 
Mr. Clemens paid every cent of his indebted¬ 
ness about two and a half years ago. 


BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons have issued a 
revised edition of their very useful “Musical 
Literature List,” compiled by F. H. Marling. 
The catalogue has been considerably enlarged, 
and somewhat changed in arrangement. A 
great many divisions have been added, and 
notes and descriptions have been supplied in 
many cases, a feature that was entirely lack¬ 
ing in former editions. (96 p., 16 0 .) 

Frank T. Hill, librarian of the Free Pub¬ 
lic Library of Newark, N. J., is preparing a 
bibliography of Newark, which he hopes to 
publish before the close of the year if enough 
advance subscriptions will guarantee the un¬ 
dertaking. Mr. Hill explains the necessity 
for performing this and similar work in the 
following paragraph of his circular: “The 
public library should stand in the same rela¬ 
tion to the town or city as the historical so¬ 
ciety does to the States. It is not easy to 
say what material will be of value in the fu¬ 
ture, and so the librarian should pick up any¬ 
thing in the way of books, pamphlets, broad¬ 
sides, tracts, circulars, leaflets, etc., in the 
hope that some one will find in the mass just 
what will be of the greatest possible advan¬ 
tage to him. There is alwavs an interest in 
old books and pamphlets even if this interest 
is confined to a few, and it is the duty of the 
librarian to collect and preserve all printed 
matter which has any historical bearing upon 
his immediate neighborhood.

The Lothrop Publishing Company have 
just ready two of their more important fall 
books—“The Adventures of Joel Pepper,” by 
Margaret Sidney, and “In Defence of the 
Flag,” by Elbridge S. Brooks. Margaret Sid¬ 
ney’s book is an addition to that famous 
Pepper gallery whose portraits are known 
and dear to hundreds of thousands of chil¬ 
dren since first the “Five Little Peppers” be¬ 
came famous in the little brown house.

D. Appleton & Co. will publish at once 
Max Pemberton’s new novel, “The Footsteps 
of a Throne,” in which the author is said “to 
show that in the modern social and political 
life of Russia, at least, a field exists in which 
mystery, intrigue, and adventure are quite 
as fascinating as they were in the Middle 
Ages in Western Europe.” They have in 
preparation an important new work by Ed¬ 
ward Eggleston, entitled “The Transit of 
Civilization from England to America in the 
Seventeenth Century.”

“A Alphabet of Indians,” by Emery Leverett 
Williams, which has already been described 
in these columns; a handsome edition, in 
quarto, of Irving’s “Knickerbocker History 
of New York,” with eight drawings by Max- 
field Parrish: also, “Down South,” reproduc¬ 
tions of forty-eight photographs represent¬ 
ing picturesque studies of negro life in the 
South, made by Rudolf Eickemeyer, Jr., with 
an introduction by Joel Chandler Harris. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Company will pub¬ 
lish on Saturday a Sicilian romance by Henry 
B. Fuller, entitled “The Last Refuge.” The 
story is told with the charm and grace of 
style characteristic of Mr. Fuller and shows 
in an impressive manner that, after one has 
exhausted the ordinary pleasures of life, duty 
becomes a satisfaction and a “refuge.” An im¬ 
portant book of very timely interest is “The 
United States in the Orient,” by Charles A. 
Conant, who is well known by his writings 
on political and economic subjects, and this 
expertness on his part lends special value to 
his book on the problems which confront the 
United States in its role of a world power. 
“Russia and the Russians” is a popular but 
quite comprehensive book on the tremendous 
growth of Russia in territory and in all 
kinds of power which make the Russian Em¬ 
pire so formidable. Mr. Edmund Noble, the 
writer, has lived long in Russia, and we be¬ 
lieve his wife is a Russian. Mrs. James T. 
Fields has a small book devoted to the Or¬ 
pheus myth, partly in rhyme, partly in verse, 
and entirely poetic. Mr. Lloyd Mifflin, who 
has gained great reputation as a writer of 
sonnets, has a new volume entitled “The 
Fields of Dawn and Later Sonnets,” which 
promises to be as satisfactory to lovers of 
poetry, especially to lovers of the sonnet, as 
any of his previous books.
